PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of

sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 


Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order

If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the company are payable at 
the same time.

12. Subject to sections 50 and 51 of the 
Municipal Act, any owner-elector, other 
than a corporation, whose name appears 
as an owner-elector on the list of electors 
for the year in which the first elected 
Council is to be elected is qualified to be 
nominated, elected, and to hold office as 
a member of the first elected Council. 


13. The Returning Officer, the nomina- 
tion place, and the polling place or places 
at the first election shall be as appointed 
by the interim Council pursuant to section 
52 of the Municipal Act. 

14. The first meeting of the interim 
Council shall be held at Vancouver on 
Wednesday, the 25th day of May, 1966. 

15. The Provincial Assessor of the 
Prince George Assessment District of the 
Province shall be deemed to be a Deputy 
Assessor of the municipality for such time 
as the Surveyor of Taxes of the Province 
deems expedient. 

16. The parcel of land containing 1,260 
acres, more or less, to be surveyed pur- 
suant to the letter of instruction dated 
December 22, 1965, from the Surveyor- 
General to McLaren and Associates, Box 
2058, Vancouver, B.C., a copy of which 
is on file in the Lands Branch, Depart- 
ment of Lands, Forests, and Water Re- 
sources, Victoria, B.C., under the File 
No. 0255040-2, which is to be allotted 
the district lot number 12478, Cariboo 
District, is designated “Industrial Plant 
Site” pursuant and subject to the pro- 
visions of subsection (3) of section 12 of 
the Municipal Act with respect to such 
works and services as may hereafter be 
specified by supplementary Letters Patent.

17. From the date of these Letters |In testimony whereof, We have caused

18. Subsection (1) of section 249 of 
the Municipal Act does not apply to the 
municipality until the Ist day of January, 
1973, and until that date the aggregate 
debt, other than debts for temporary cur- 
rent borrowing, shall be as determined by 
the Inspector of Municipalities.

30. Appendix 1, entitled “Official Com- 
munity Plan, District of Mackenzie” at- 
tached to and forming part of these 
Letters Patent, is deemed to be a by-law 
of the municipality as if it were adopted 
by the Council pursuant to the provisions 
of Division (1) of Part XXI of the 
Municipal Act.

APPENDIX 1.— OFFICIAL COMMUNITY 
PLAN, DISTRICT OF MACKENZIE. 


Application 


1. This document and the accompanying map 
bearing the certificate ‘This is the map referred 
to in Section 1 of the District of Mackenzie 
Official Community Plan,’’ and signed and dated 
by the Minister of Municipal Affairs, constitute 
the official community plan for the District of 
Mackenzie pursuant to the provisions of Division 
(1) of Part XXI of the Municipal Act, and it is 
deposited with the Inspector of Municipalities, 
Victoria, B.C., as a requirement under section 12 
(1) (Gj) of the Municipal Act. 


Content 


2. The official community plan sets forth the 
general objectives and broad policies of the 
District of Mackenzie and the concerned depart- 
ments and agencies of the Provincial Govern- 
ment with regard to the use of land and the 
physical development of the municipality and its 
environs. It covers all land and water-covered 
areas within the municipality and sets out a 
schematic arrangement of principal classes of 
both public and private land uses and transport 
facilities. 


Purpose 


3. The official community plan is intended to 
serve as a record of land use and development 
policies for the information and guidance of 
private and public agencies and individuals and 
to ensure that administrative decisions concerned 
with these policies or any refinements or neces- 
sary alterations to these policies are made within 
an appropriate framework and with due regard 
to over-all objectives and not as ad hoc decisions. 


Basic Concepts 


4. The official community plan is based gen- 
erally upon 


(a) the objective of establishing all industrial 
forest processing plants utilizing the Finlay 
Sustained-yield Unit and the supporting 
residential and service facilities within one 
integrated community in the District of 
Mackenzie; 


(6) prevention of the formation of any hap- 
hazard or satellite development in the area 
contiguous to the south arm of the Peace 
Reservoir or the Hart Highway between 
McLeod Lake and Pine Pass; 


(c) the accommodation, to the standards of 
the District of Mackenzie, of persons and 
facilities whose relocation may prove neces- 
Sary or desirable because of the reservoir 
creation or the establishment of the Finlay 
Sustained-yield Unit; 

(d) the suitability of the various parts of the 
area for different land uses; and 


(e) the achievement of relationships and com- 
munications between different classes of 
land use which will provide an efficient, 
convenient, and pleasant community for 
the optimum economic and social benefit 
of its inhabitants. 


5. The plan seeks to achieve these objectives 
by setting out a schematic arrangement of land 
uses which 


(a) maintains most of the area as a non-urban 
area; 
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(b) creates an industrial area for the accom- 
modation of forest-industry processing 
plants and any other basic or secondary 
industries well separated from residential 
and servicing facilities and institutions 
within the townsite; 


creates an attractive townsite which will 
be compact and oriented to a strong cen- 
tral core area containing retail and service 
commercial facilities, and recreational, so- 
cial, and educational facilities serving the 
municipality as a whole; 

recognizes the need for a degree of flexi- 
bility so that the social and economic needs 
of the community can be met as they 
evolve and specific needs for housing and 
facilities are manifested.

The Plan 


6. The plan shows approximate locations and 
land areas allocated for each class of land use. 

7. In areas designated for Residential Use, 
housing accommodation of all types, including 
single-family, two-family, terrace housing, apart- 
ments, and mobile homes, will be permitted in 
locations specified by the zoning by-law and as 
determined from time to time by Council. In 
addition, ancillary services and facilities, such as 
churches, elementary schools, playgrounds, and, 
where essential, local shops, may be permitted 
in zoned locations. 

8. The area designated as Central Commercial 
will accommodate retail shops, professional and 
business offices, personal services, and hotels. 

9. The area designated as Service/Trades will 
accommodate extensive area uses such as private 
and public utility works yards, automobile stor- 
age and repair yards, lumberyards, and contrac- 
tors’ yards. 

10. The area designated Institutional Centre 
will be used for public health, safety, administra- 
tive, recreational, social, and educational facilities 
which are intended to serve the municipality as 
a whole. 

11. The area designated as Industrial will be 
used only for uses associated with industry and 
not for residential or commercial purposes. 

12. The area designated as Non-urban will 
remain for the most part as undeveloped forest 
land under the jurisdiction of the Province, ex- 
cept where development is deemed essential and 
duly authorized for such uses as mineral working, 
water supply, land and forest protection, com- 
munications and transport facilities; municipal or 
Provincial facilities such as cemetery and garbage 
dumps; and park land and recreation areas for 
golf, ski-ing, boating, and camping. 

13. Approximate locations of possible future 
principal roads intended to serve and integrate 
the various land-use areas into a workable com- 
munity and forest-industry complex are shown in 
order to ensure that their feasibility will be fully 
examined before any incompatible development 
is authorized. 


Implementation 


14. Zoning and subdivision regulations of the 
District of Mackenzie shall be in conformity 
with the official community plan and shall be 
utilized to achieve the land-use objectives of the 
plan by orderly, economic, staged extensions of 
the developed area, services systems, and com- 
munity facilities. 

15. A five-year capital works programme shall 
be adopted by the District of Mackenzie, and 
shall not be at variance with objectives of the 
official community plan. 

16. Within the District of Mackenzie, develop- 
ment and sales programmes of lands granted by 
the Crown Provincial shall be initiated and 
scheduled to facilitate the community’s growth 
and to achieve the land-use objectives of the plan 
in a manner consistent with the district’s capital 
works programme. 

17. The official community plan is a long-range 
general plan which may require revision as a 
result of unpredictable changes of circumstances, 
and where essential such revision is possible 
under Division (1) of Part XXI of the Municipal 
Act. Amendments to the zoning by-law shall only 
be considered quarterly except where Council 
deems that unusual circumstances require more 
immediate attention. The capital works pro- 
gramme shall be reviewed annually and projected 
an additional year. je2—5974
